Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 1 -1 2, 1 5-1 6, 21-26 and 29-30 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1 and 21 are allowable because, prior art of record taken alone or in 
combination, fails to disclose or render obvious an apparatus or method for 
digitizing at least a subarea of the papillary structure of skin comprising steps of 
repeatedly performing the steps of transforming the intensity profile into at least 
one analog electrical signal and of transforming said analog electrical signal into 
at least one digital signal with an intensity domain comprising intensity values 
and a space domain comprising discrete positions for the same subarea to form 
different digital signals with different intensity discretizations in each case, and 
combining the different digital signals into a common digital papillary structure 
signal with an intensity domain formed from discrete intensity values and a space 
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domain formed from discrete positions in such a way that the intensity domain of 
the papillary structure signal has more intensity values than the intensity domains 
of each single one of the different digital signals, in combination with the rest of 
the limitations of claims 1 and 21. 

8. Claims 2-1 2, 1 5-1 6, 22-26 and 29-30 are allowable because they are dependent 
on claim 1 or claim 21 or an intermediate claim.
